_« of ſome of his vile and abominable Band 
ol aſſociared Ruffians, violently committed 
* on the Pody of a Right Honourable and

* Virtuous Lady, the. Widow of the late 
Lord Levat, and Siſter of his Grace the 
« late Duke of Athol. | | 
Navy, fo hardened was Capt. Frazer be- 
« come in Wickednefs, that he audaciouſly 
ce erected a Gallows, and threatned to hang 
« thereon one of the ſaid Lady's Brothers, 
and ſome other Gentlemen of Quality, who 
accompanied him, in going to reſcue her 
* out of that Criminal's cruel Hands. 

A Character this! that were we to ran- 
Tack the Annals of all Europe, it would be 
ſcarce poſſible to find from the higheſt to the 


loweſt Rank of Men, one fo treacherous, 


baſe, and profigate. 


II is needlels to add any Remarks on the 
above, unleſs to obſerve, that by all Relation, 
"his Lordſhip has ever ſince. perſevered much 
in the ſame Courſe of Life, fo as now to have 
filled up the Meaſure of his Iniquity, and 
_ which crics aloud to Heaven for Vengeance, 
and a ſpeedy temporal Puniſhment. Indeed, 
{ſuppoſing what is above ſaid of him be true, 
as there is all the Reaſon in the World to 
believe, having by me the Tract from whence 
Vit is tranſcribed ; I think his Lordſhips for- 
mer, Guilt, without any regard to the Part 
he has had in the late Rebellion, of which he 
is in a fair Way of being convicted, does ex- 
cluſwe of that new Iaſtance of his traiterous 
Practice, evince and prove, how much Pains
